During the mornine of the 17/7/39 a telerhone 
communicytion wos received by the undersi~med from Cuief 
Inspector Hell of the og "et. Headquarters “raffic 
Vepartme.t, reportin:: to the eifect th: t a foreigner by 
the name of Imas was present inside the troffic n“fice 
and mnking himself n nuisance by his persistent requests 
for assistance in connection with numerous offences of 
Larceny ineluding the theft of a M/fruck and aszaults 
which had already been reported to Honekew Stotion «nd 
investirnated, tt the remlts not hevin= bean ff: vourable 
to himself the forei;mer herd hoped to obtoin satinfarce 
tion by demanding the s.aniatonee of the rbeve office. 

! 1B no assistance Cconid be rendored by the 
alr ro office it wes mo-rested that the forci- ner sencerne 
ed be referred to thin stotion the undersi-ned heaving 
undertaken to personally investigate his complaints. 
4t about 11 a.m, 17/7/39, the foreimer 
Concerned attended this stition his particulars being:- 
MIo he.daMe. of Rumnnian nationality, sole 
(auscnias ait The Shanwhni Express Delivery Service, of 
Ap te 50, Nowl53 Route dep Soeurs, French Concession, who 
when srsked to stote iis complaints, claimed thot a

miosion, have all been re-orted at virinug timer to this 
stotion, %%eIl. Sclashenko or ese Yedoroff hoving 
investimted, mt in o-ch and every instonce he had not 
received correct treitient or obteined antiafrction a8 
some of the canes were alleced refused investi tion,

Station and made a report that a number of persons were 
residing inside his premises No.§7/20 Thorne %ord without 
his permission, some of whom were criminals ind others 
prostitutes, therefore he dennnded their immediate 
eviction. The Coml-inont's complaints not being 
substantiated in any manner whatsoever he wae advised to 
obtain assistance from tho S.S.D.Court reg-rdin-e their

that the renl intention of L. Imas was only to hve the

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Bleep on the premises, having been supylied a small 
room free of charfe, on condition thet he mon thly
